IN SENATE. 

NIGHT SESSION — FEBRUARY 13, 1^60. 

The Senate met at 7 o’clock, according to ad 
journment. .. 

No quorum being present, on motion ol ir 
Cissell, a call of the Senate was ordered 

The roll was called and absentees noted. 

In a short time a quorum arriving, the further 
proceedings under the call wore suspended, and 
the absent SenatoYS excused 

FEDERAL RESOLUTIONS. 

.Vlr. Prall, by consent, amended, verbally , his 
resolutions reported from the committee on Fed 
eral Relations. 

Mr. Prall addressed the Senate on the reso- j 
lutions at considerable length. 

The l-*t resolution offered by Air. Prall was j 
adopted unanimously. 

The 2d resolution was then adopted unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Andrews moved to amend the lid resolu 
tion by adding, “and that we indorse and will sus- 
tain all of the past decisions and adjudications 
of the Supreme Court of the United States.” 

Messrs. Rust and Cissell opposed the amend- 
ment, and Messrs. Andrews, Pennebaker, and 
Walton advocated it. 

The vote was taken on the amendment of Air. 
Andrews, and it stood thus: 

Yeas — Alessrs. Andrews, Bruner, Gilliss, Ly 
ods, Marshall, McKee, Pennebaker, Rhea, Tay- 
lor, Wait, Wulkcr, Walton — 12. 

Nays — M r. Speaker (Fisk,) Messrs. Cissell, J 
Cosby, Darnaby, Davidson, Glenn, Grover, lr 
ran, JeDkins, Prall, Rust — 11 

And the amendment was adopted 

At 2(1 minutes past nine o’clock, 

Mr. Cissell moved an adjournment: negatived 
by yeas, 11; nays, 12. 

Mr. Rust offered an amendment striking out 
all of the 3d resolution after the word restriction 
in the 2d line, leaving the resolution thus: “That 
we approve of the legislation of Congress in the 
repeal of the Alissouri restriction:” rejected by 
the following vote:

f 1 ie Courier, \a an editorial, as well as through 
its F ranklort correspondent, has attempted to re- 
fute the arguments advanced in my short com- 
mon! cation to your paper against that portion of 
the Blouse bill which provides for the appoint 
ment of Police Commissioners for Louisville by 
the Clhancellor of the Chancery Court 

It Rill be remembered that I contended that 
that portion of the House bill was in violation 
of ibis provision of the Constitution : 

“C Ifficers for towns and cities shall be elected 
tor s uch terms, and in such manner, and with 
such qualifications, as may be prescribed by 
law.’ ’ (Sec. 6, art. 6.) 

i i iontended that the Police Commissioner was 
an Ojficer of the city of Louisville, and that, there- 
fore , according to the above provision, he must 
be e Ire fed, not appointed. 

Neither the Courier or its correspondent pre 
tenets to deny the first branch of this proposition, 
,iz: that this Police Commissioner is an officer of 
the city of Louisville Unable to controvert this 
poi at, what is the argument of the Courier? It 
say b that the 6th section, supra, “clearly applies 
to the officers preciously specified in the article 
frr im which the quotation is made, and to no 
ot'fcers ” Who are the officers “previously 
Sf ecified in the article?” They are Common 
« ealth Attorneys, Circuit and County Clerks, 
Clouuty Attorneys, Surveyors, Coroner, Jailers, 

' Iheriffs and Constables. These are the only of- 
i leers “previously specified.” Now how can any 
one who will read the Constitution conclude that 
these officers are referred to in the 6th section, 
supra, which speaks alone of “officers for towns 
and cities." These officers, “previously spcci 
fled,” are in nowise connected with “towns and 
cities.” They are county aud district executive 
and ministerial officers, and have no connection 
with “towns and cities” in their corporate cape 
city. The time and the manner of their elec- 
tion, and their qualifications, are all prescribed 
in the sections preceding section 6, and hence 
there was no necessity of again referring to 
them in section 6 

The Courier goes lurther, aud says that the 
office of Police Commissioner of Louisville is 
embraced in the terms “other ministerial and 
executive officers” as used in the 101A sec. of art. 
d, which is as follows: “The General Assembly 
may provide for the election or apfointment, for 
a term not exceeding four years, of such other 
county or district ministerial and executive of- 
ficers ns shall, from time to time, be necessary 
and proper.” 

The italics and capitals in this section are 
just as they appqjjf in the Courier 

From the prominence which the Courses nas 
given to the word “ appointment ” in the 10th sec. 
we must conclude that it recognizes a clear and 
palpable distinction between the election and a p 
poiritment of an officer- The Courier evidently 
concedes that but for the word “ appointment ,” 
in the lUth sec., a Police Commissioner should 
be elected. And it is only the idea that that of- 
fleer is among those"other ministerial and exec- 
utive officers,” for whose appointment may pro- 
vide, which induces the Courier to take its pres- 
ent position- 

A close examination, however, of the 10th sec. 
supra, will convince, we are sure, every candid 
person, that a Police Commissioner cannot pos 
sibly be embraced by it The Courier so italicizes 
the words of the 10th sec. as partially to conceal 



increase the salaries of the public officers. 
They were furnished with facts which demon- 
strated the propriety of an increase of some of 
the salaries; but the existence of these facts 
had no effect upon the unterrifiod Whenever 
any increase was made in the salary of a public 
officer the Democratic party in every part of the 
State denounced the extravagance of their politi- 
cal opponents. Upon the stump their leaders 
everywhere took ground in favor of “low sala 
ries.” 

But now the tables ate turned The Democ- 
racy are now in powc. All of the present offi- 
cers are complaining, we understand, of the 
utter inadequacy of their present salaries to 
maintain them at the 9eat of Government. A 
movement is on foot to increase their salaries. 
Now we submit that the present officers ran for 
their respective offices with a full knowledge of 
the amount they would receive They have 
asked their positions at the bands of the people 
with, at least, an ample willingness to take them 
with the salaries a3 now fixed by law. 

If Thomas 3 Page, Mason Brown, D. R. Hag- 
gard, Richard Sharp, &c., could live here with 
the salaries as now prescribed by law, why can 
not their successors do so? If Democratic leg- 
islators have heretofore resisted all efforts to in- 
crease salaries, will they now change their tac- 
tics because they have it in their power to award 
favorites? If they will so change, ought not 
the country to know that they alone voted to 
increase the salaries Let them take the re- 
sponsibility. They have the reins of govern- 
ment. Let it not be said that the Opposition 
are willing to do for Democratic office-holders 
what the mass of the Democracy have always 
been unwilling to do for Opposition office- 
holders' «

That it is the province of the jury to decide 
upon the credibility of each witness introduced 
in the cause, and if a witness swear falsely in re- 
lation to one particular fact in the case, they 
hare a right to disregard every other fact proven 
by said witness. ’’ 

Tbe objection urged against this instruction is 
that it makes the credibility of the witness de- 
pend upon the truth of his testimony concerning 
a particular fact in the case, without reference j 
to the materiality of the point or the knowl- 
edge of the witness as to the untruth, of his 
statement 

Chief Justice Simpson delivered the opinion- 

The word false must be taken iu its ordinary 
acceptation as importing knowledge of the un- 
truth of the statement. With this view, there 
is generally connected with it some word denot- 
ing knowledge as “knowingly,” “willfully,” &c. 
But as it is not to be presumed that the jury 
would have regarded the witnesses’ credibility 
impaired unless they believed he knowingly swore 
falsely, it canDOt be said that tbe instruction was 
to the prejudice of the appellant. 

Under (he instruction, the false swearing, in 
order to affect the credibility of the witness, 
must have related to some material point. Only 
material points could be properly proved in the 
case, and on this ground tbe objection to tbe in- 
struction must fail 

The action of the coart, as regards instruc- 
tions, was substantially correct. But an objec- 
tion la urged to the action of the court in ad- 
mitting and rejecting important testimony 

Tbe murder with which the accused is charg- 
ed is supposed to have been committed at night. 
It is attempted to prove that Starks and the accus- 
ed were seen riding together from Eikton after 
night. The body of the murdered man was found 
next morning. It appears that during the day pre- 
ceding the murder Starks had exhibited in the 
presence of the accused some money in his 
possession. It is proved by Ware, a deputy 
Sheriff, that he bad paid a marked bank bill to 
Starks on that day, and other evidence goes to 
show that the accused paid that bill on the day 
after tbe murder in satisfaction of a debt 

After the accused had been arrested and was 
in the custody of Ware, a deputy sheriff, he re- 
marked that “he had no fear, and asked him 
what he thought.” Ware replied that, “if one or 
two impoitant points could be established, be 
would get clear.” On tbe prisoner’s inquiring 
what they were, Ware told him to show that he 
had no moneyed transactions with Star Vs, and 
if he could show this he would get clear The 
prisoner then stated that he had had no mtODied 
transaction with Starks. This statement was 
used a9 evidence on the trial, although the coun- 
sel of the accused objected 

It is plain that to remove tbe presumption- of 
guilt, raised by tbe possession of the identical 
bank bill, it should be shown by the accused t fiat 
it was received by him before they left Eikton. 
The evident design, in ioducing the statement, 
was to fasten upon the accused the murder .as 
well as the robbery of Starks. 

Tbe statement of the prisoner, though it vfas 
in legal effect, when connected with the facts 
developed, a confession of bis guilt was not in- 
tended as such. He made it at tbe suggestion of 
the officer having him in custody, rivith the hope 
of exculpating himself 

Confessions made by the application of the 
influences of hope or fear are excluded as evi- 
dence, because they may very probably be un- 
true. In this case the statement was evidently 
irfduced by the hope of an acquittal. Various 
instances are given in support of the above 
ground in ( Greenleaf on Evidence, see. 220.) But 
iD some cases it has been held that although the 
confession to be valid should be voluntary, it 
need not be spontaneous. Thus if the confes- 
sion be induced by a pledge of secrecy or the 
promise of some collateral benefit, no hope or 
fear being held out in respect to the criminal 
charge, it will be admissible ( Commonwealth 

vs. Knapp, 9 Pick. 496; Rex vs. Green, 6 C. and 
P 665.) 

Itbas been decided that where a confession has 
been obtained by deception, if there is no reason 
to suspect an inducement to untruth, it will 
be admitted as evidence. Thus where a pirisoner 
was informed that his accomplices were in custo- 
dy , when such was not the fact, his confesi uon was 
received as evidence. (Rex vs. Burley, 2 Star 
kie on Evidence, side page 22, Note iW.) In this 
case, however, there was no motive of hope or 
fear to induce the making of an unt rue state 
ment. 

But in this case there is a palpable induce- 
ment to untruth, and we are of opinion, that the 
court erred in permitting the statement to be 
used in evidence 

The several interrogatories addressed to Ward, 
the deputy sheriff, who deposed to the statement, 
should have been rejected. They are — 

1. Did you or not propose to S. O. Rutherie-rd 
that if he would pay you $50 you would lea ve 
the State and not appear against his son sws a 
witness’ 

2. Did you or not receive from said S. O. 
Rutherford a bribe, at your own request and. in- 
stance, not to appear against his son? 

3. Did you not go to his, S. O. Rutherford’s 
house, and there, in conversation with him, pro- 
pose to him that if he would pay you $50 you 
would leave the State, and not appear as a. wit- 
ness against his son? 

4. Did you or not send a letter from S. O. 
Rutherford, post marked Eikton, Ky., with a 
large cross mark in said letter, and nothing efse 
written in it, which was agreed by you with 
Rutherford, in the presence of J. S- Sears, should 
be the sign that you were ready to leave the 
State aud wanted the money; and did he, Ruth- 
erford, or not, send you the money in a letter, 
and did you or not receive it? 

5. Did you or not say to S. O. Rutherford, in 
the presence of the defendant when you had him 
in custody in Eikton, and before you were intro- 
duced as a witness at the examining trial, that 
you would stand in the defendant’s shoes for 
fifty cents? 

These interrogatories were- objected to by the 
attorney for the Commonwenlth, and the objec- 



tion sustained. To tbia decision tbe 
excepted. 

As an answer to auv of the questions except 
the first and fiftn might have subjected tbe wit- 
ness to a penal prosecution, be was not bound to 
answer them. And. as he was not bound to an- 
swer, and it was not suggested that he was 
willing to answer, we cannot decide that the 
court excluded important evidence, or prejudiced 
the appellant. 

But the court below might have compelled an 
auswer to the first and fifth questions, and should 
have done so. An answer in the affirmative 
would have weakened the witnesses credibility, 
which it is the object of a cross examination to 
test. 

It is not necessary to decide whether the re- 
fusal of the court to let them be answered au- 
thorizes a reversal when the record contains no 
statement that the propounder believed they 
would have been answered in the affirmative, or 
was prepared with evidence to rebut a negative an- 
swer. The judgment must be reversed on anoth- 
er ground mentioned above. 

The j udgment is reversed, and tbe cause re- 
manded for a new trial and further proceedings 
not inconsistent with this opinion.
